The article 
looked the various national 
selection indexes around the 
world for Holsteins. For those 
that have never seen it, Holstein 
International great maga- 
zine that confronts emerging 
trends dairy cattle breeding 
head-on and always has inter- 
esting articles about breeders 
and animals around the world. 
They even occasionally report 
happenings the Guern- 
sey breed. For those that saw 
the word “Holstein” the first 
sentence this article and nearly stopped reading, bear with me. 
firmly believe that you must see and hear what happening the 
entire industry expect make progress our own corner 
the universe. 

Back the article that caught interest. The authors looked 
the main Holstein selection indexes from nineteen different coun- 
tries. For the US, they used Net Merit (NM$). The weightings for 
each component the various indexes were presented brightly 
colored graph that clearly illustrated the differences between them. 
They also calculated “world index”. This represented amalga- 
mation all the different indexes that were presented. The most 
striking thing about this exercise was that there were two coun- 
tries using exactly the same selection criteria. Each country select- 
ing animals bit differently (and some very differently). suspect 
that asked nineteen you produce selection index for the 
Guernsey breed, the results might equally variable. 

Some examples: Japan places 75% their emphasis fat and 
protein while Scandinavia puts just 30% their weight Produc- 
tion. South Africa puts 45% their total emphasis Conforma- 
tion Traits (Type) while Australia, New Zealand, Israel and Ireland 
leave Conformation completely out their selection process. Even 
within category such Conformation, there variation what 
values are used. Most countries use udders and feet and legs but 
others add rump, final score, and frame traits various combina- 
tions. should little surprise those that follow international 
genetics that Scandinavia places the highest emphasis Fitness 
Traits (57%). The not far behind 49% while Japan the 
lone nation that has yet take Fitness Traits into account. The Fit- 
ness traits include the ones use (SCS, DPR and PL) but others 
worldwide have evaluations for calving ease, calf mortality, milking 
speed, lameness and even temperament. this overview, there are 
six countries that are using negative selection pressure milk 
reward bulls siring high component percents (points for high fat and 
protein pounds and take away for total pounds milk). 

The final index that resulted from joining all nineteen individual 
indexes was: 52% production, 18% Conformation and 30% Fitness 
Traits. 1998, those percentages were 72%, 20% and 8%. So, you 
can see the major shift from selecting predominantly for production 
selection indexes that take into consideration many those 
traits that really allow cows stay herd longer.

young sire groups, failed one his 
health requirements. happened fail the 
IBR test and was the result being vac- 
cinated young age with the rest the 
females the herd that were his age. This 
has become all too common occurrence 
and made think that many breeders are 
probably unaware how handle bulls that 
might candidates for A.I. sampling. The 
A.I. companies have very strict health re- 
quirements, should be, for the bulls that 
they accept into their collection facilities. 
you have bull that you think qualified 
potential sire, first and foremost 
you not want vaccinate him for any- 
thing. This includes Bangs and Johnes and 
also you not want give them any sort 
9-way vaccine such Triangle-9. Some 
people even recommend that you house the 
bulls separately when vaccinating group 
females because they can occasionally pick 
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titer from simply being contact with 
animals that have been vaccinated. 

have mentioned before about how 
much luck involved breeding bull that 
tion. There are not too many things more 
difficult than having call breeder and 
tell him her that the bull that had the “per- 
fect timing” and slated one the 
studs, has failed his health tests and will not 
sampled after all. Being aware that vacci- 
nations will cause positive IBR test will not 
eliminate every bull that fails health test; 
however, will hopefully help provide few 
more “clean” bulls for the A.I. companies. 

People are always asking what seeing 
out the young sires that are very early their 
waiting process. most cases, the daughters 
these bulls are less than year old and still 
growing and developing. have always been 
very reluctant get excited about the daugh- 
ters particular bull until see udders the 
offspring. all know that many times that 
“ugly” heifer can put just beautiful udder 
and vice versa. guess theory has always 
been wait and see the end” the 
animal before getting excited about one. That 
being said, there have been couple bulls 
that have calves the ground and are looking 
very impressive. The traits that impress 
early age are strong calves that are thrifty 
and aggressive. They don’t have all big 
aggressive either. This aggressiveness 
something that noticed very early about the 
Tiller daughters when they were young calves. 
The same can said about the Spider daugh- 
ters. Now there are couple new bulls fol- 
lowing this pattern. Lang Haven Tiller Nash- 
and his full brother Nick-ET are making 


very impressive calves with strength and deep 
rib. Another bull that has caught attention 
Spring Walk Icy Cal-ET. the Neon son 
out Tiller Icy and have seen calves sev- 
eral farms that were big rugged calves soon 
they were born. The latest bull that creat- 
ing some excitement just happens an- 
other Neon son, Craig Moor Neon Sensation. 
Sensation was actually one those bulls that 
failed health test and United Guernsey Genet- 
ics decided sample him independently. The 
early signs tell was good idea that UGG 
sampled him! The calves are good size with 
lots strength and aggressiveness. have not 
personally seen very many but those are the re- 
ports that breeders are giving me. 

Breeders are also quick pass re- 
ports about conception particular bulls 
and find that very helpful when trying 
get problem cows bred. Sensation one 
those bulls that various breeders have men- 
tioned high-conception sire. Anyone 
that attended the Three Brooks dispersal last 
fall could see that early on. Three Brooks 
Farm bought one cane Sensation semen 
and sold animals their dispersal that 
were confirmed pregnant the bull and they 
still have some left the tank! couple 
other bulls that were reported high-con- 
ception sires were Jens Gold Blue Spruce- 
and Edgewater Meadows Yogibear-ET. 
Now know this information all based 
couple breeders’ opinions and observa- 
tions, everyone may not have the same ex- 
periences, and would better have 
numerical evaluation report this. But 
have heard enough good reports each one 
these bulls that felt might helpful 
pass this along everyone.
